The  «-anipai|fn  is 
th.j  ntoet  irnport&nt  occur! on  in  four  jears,

[>r>litical  complexion  of  the  I^*gislatui 
and  the  chief  executive,  but  the  Cougres- 
eional  ile|egati*»n.  one  senator  and  in 
measure  the  other,  the  j  jsiciary  and  mail 
.State  »nd  county  «>ffit>*rs.  The  election 
of  a  Kepuhliiiuii  Kovernorand  a  l|>ein6crat 
ic  I/etffllature  would  cnan(;e  nearly  half 
the  officials  in  the  state  government. 

Next  to  tlie  gubernatorial,  the  c*»ntc*»t 
for  seatn  in  the  Legislature  is  moot  im- 
portarit.  C pon  that  body  depen*i*  the 
Ie«*tion  of  a  Ci*  I  ted  Stat  es  Senator  to  s 
»-eed  William  J.  Sewell,  ami  many  minor 
State  officers  ami  commissioners. 

Theie  are  seven,  State  senators  to  be 
elected,  who  wilj  have  a  voice  in  the  se¬ 
lection  of  a  successor  to  the  present  bem 
ocratic  I  ni'ed  States  seuator.  John  R. 
McPherson,  whoee  tenu  expires  in  lsostl. 

Three  of  those  retiring  from  office  are 
bemocrats  and  'our  are  Republicans.  A 
Prohibitionist  candidate  for  Senator  in 
Cumberland  might  defeat  the  nominees 
of  both  the  other  parties,  so  strong 
the  sentiment  there  in  that  direction.  The 
present  Senate  stands  thirteen  Kepubli 
cans,  eight  democrats,  and  it  is  improba¬ 
ble  that  there  will  be  ty  change  of  more 
than  one  either  way,  unless  Cumberland 
county  should  elect  a  Prohibitionist. 

Sixty  assemblymen  are  to  be  elected  in 
place  of  thirty-one  retiring  Republicans 
ami  twenty-nine  bemocrats. 

All  the  ilistriets  in  the  State  elect  con¬ 
gressman  also  in  November.  Those  re¬ 
tiring  with  their  politics  are 'as  follows  :
